Btatues of posiry and maosic fl
up the niches that have been waltine for them,
and Stelnway Hall is the place to feel warm and
comioriable in, Last winter even Mr. Dickens
could not warm it with his genlality, The
snow and frost reemed to have got upstairs and
loside the windows, and the rich vibrations of
Parepa-Rosa's volce occasionally seemed scanty
and thin to those of the audience not hot
blooded enough to remain genial under the
frost of Steinway. Mrs. Scott Biddons 19 s0on to
read and recite there. People who expect any
touch of the Tmmortal Barah in her will be dis-
appointed. Her pholographs represent her to
be what she really is, a sweet, romantie, melan-
choly looking woman, with soft tragic powers
expressed in winsome features whose principal
charm is their appealing snd pathetic regards,

lengths along slower {han the Broadway Theatre
Js draggmng its. The further hearing Is adjourned

There Is a great amounnt of talk abont the
merits of the burlesque company which next
Monday s to be introduced to the public of New
York—the prioeipal member of said compauny
being Miss Lydia Thompeon. Those who regu-

,larly read the English newspapers are perhaps

slightly acquainted with the name of this actress,
who 18 & favorite in London as an exponeat of
burleeque. Bhe has been to London what Mrs.
John Wood was to New York, The vast majority
of the people here kuow very little about her
beyond what the papers bave been cramming
down their throats, For heaven's sake, why
should there be this perpetual heraldry about
everythivg that affects the stage?
